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THE WONDERFUL HOPE JEWELS. 


Diamonds, Sapphires, Opals and Pearls. 


(From the London Times, ) 

The collection of jewels and. precious 
stones formed by the Jate Mr, Henry 
Philip Hope, the greater portion of which 
is to be sold at Christio’s, was one of very 
reinarkable interest, chiefly on account of 
the famous blue diamond which more than 
half a century back was known asthe Hope 
diamond, having come into the possossion 
of Mr. Henry Thomas Hope,of Amsterdam, 
in London. This extremely rare gom,how- 
ever, which was the opal of the Koh-i-noor 
in the great exhibition of 1851,and which is 
the chief of about five or more blue din- 
monds known, is not included in the pres- 
ent sale. 

_ A splendid star of azure fire shines out 
in the lovely sapphire known _ historicall 
as *‘ Le Saphir Merveilleux,” upon which 
Mme. do Genlis founded a charming story 
when it belonged to Philippe Egalite Duc 
d'Orleana. In color this beautiful stone, 
which is five-cighths of an inch octagon set 
round with small brilliants as a ring, is 
even richer and softer in its tone than the 
blue diamond, but less fierce in its lustre..’ 
Ats.weight is 74 grains ; Tot large, there- 
fore,since there is one at Ava of 951 carats, 
and the one in the collection of the: Jar- 
din des Plantes weighs 132 1-16 carats, 
without @ flaw, which was found by.a poor 
Bengalee, afterwards purchased ‘by one 
Mr. Ruspoli, of Rome, and eventually 
came toa Paris jewel merchant for 170,000 
francs. 

Another interesting jewel is the King of 
Oandy’s. cat's-eye, the largest known, 
being an inch and a half in diameter 
and - hemispherical, mounted in the 
original Oriental. setting of ‘old 
studded with rubies cut. en cabochon. 
Its color cannot be better described 
than by its resemblance to the‘glistening 
green and tawny yellow of the cruel eye 
of cats and tigers, The charm of the 
cat's eyo is in the changing streak or ray of 
silvery light,and this it is that led the Ci 
galese to fancy that itheld a genie who 
could protect against witchcraft, so that 
they prize with superstitions veneration 
these strange stones, Thero are several 
other specimens in the collection, and one 
of the gold cat's eyes known to mineral- 
ogists as crocidolite, 

Of the opals there are some fine speci- 
mens, both of the Hungarian, which are 
the best, and of the Mexican, which are 
softer and more porous. A beaatiful orna- 
ment formed of these gems, is most appro- 
priately; formed like achameloon, with the 
creature's back studded all over with opals 
of changing Eidegeecee, This is an.ex- 
ceedingly fine eximple of the art of the 
joaillicr of the seventeenth century,in gold 
and enamel work, .., 

Another very interesting opal is the 
“Mexican sun opal,’’ sv called fromhaving 
the head of the sun god caryed upon it.

What the Signals of » Beitish Merchant 
fant ttayentede 


Bostox, June 24.—The American bark 
**Martha Davis,” Capt. S. M. Benson, ar- 
Tived at this pes this morning from the 
Philippine Islands, Capt. Benson reports 
@ moat singular oi tance which occur- 
red on the 15th of May last.in latitude 13° 
north and longitude 27° 20’ west. Tho 
“Marth Davis" passed me pared io we 
wegian, flying the signal “Hf. M. F. B,,” 
from Morel Bay, bound for Barbadoes, and 
pc ele erode neh 
who was evidentlya Hritish merchantman. 
Both vessels were standing on the same 
course. When about three miles from the! 
barksCapt, Bensonsaw the two vesselseignal- 
ing and was surprised to read from the flags 
the information that the Captain of the 
British vessel had deserted her in mid-ocean. 
He had been assisted by the night watch, 
and had taken with him in the open boat 
fourteen days’ provisions. The reason 
given for thissingular act was that the 
captain féared arrest on arriving in pont 
for having committed some offence in 
the past. The good-will of his crew went 


with him. 

The Norwegian acknowledged the re- 
ceipt of all these signals and asked in reply 
whether the stranger needed assistance ; 
also, his destination and the latitude 
and the longitude where the captain de- 
serted, Replies came from the British ves- 
sel tha no assistance was needed. She was 
from New South Wales and bound for 
Montreal. The Captain had deserted in 
latitude 40° 22” south and longitude 22° 
58’ west. In the opinion of Capt. Benson 
and his officers it was a clear case of 
mutiny,and that thecrew ofthe British ves- 
sel had either made away with the Captain 
or “‘marooned” him, The point indicated 
in the signals when the Captain was said 
to have deserted is 2,000 miles from either 
the African or the Brazilian coast, and the 
story that he had .taken to an open boat 
that distance from land, with but 14 days 
provisions, simply to avoid arrest, is not at 
all plausible. If the British vessel gave her 
correct destination she would not reach 
Montreal until about the 10th of July,even 
with fair weather, and not until then can 
the fate of her unfortunate Captain be

The Vancouver Fire, 


Scene of the Disaster, 


The Victoria, B, C., Standard gives the 
following additional details of the burnibg 
of Vancouver city, as related by an eye 
witness ; 

In fifty minutes Water Strost, Carroll 
Street, the Sunnyside hotel, and all build- 
ings on by streots were burning. Sparks 
and cinders flew in all directions, and al- 
most simultaneously every building in the 
city was in a flame, The rapidity with 
which the fire spread was greatly increased 
by the quantities of dry bush, on vacant 
lots, ete., which in the rush of building 
operations, on the site, up to afew months 
ago, nothing leas than a forest, had not been 
burned out of the way. 

The burned area extends overa mile in 
lengthandthree quartersofa mile in breadth.

The Occurences Vully Described. 


The Dablin correspondent of the Mail 
fullaccountof the rioting in Ire 
ithe nows being received of the de- 

feat of the Homs Rule Bill in Parliament, 
Ho writes under date of June 11th 

At Monaghan, tho Loyalists notwith- 
standing that a vory heavy rain was fall- 
ing, turned out, and, headed by the brass 
band, made a circuit of the town. The 
conduct of everyone—both Loyalists and 
Nationalists—was unexceptionable during 
the time the demonstration was going on 
Tho Loyalists, howover, separated, and 
some ofthem had to pass through the 
shambles on their way home. Here a 
large body of the Royal Irish Fusiliers, a 
militia regiment now in training, had as- 
sembled, and they throw somo stones at 
the Loyalists, who in retaliation drew thoir 
the soldiers. 
stantly one of the Fusiliers, Edward Mur- 
phy, foll forward, and on being raised it 
was found thatho had received a bullet 
wound in the face, 
ray received a bullet wound in the fleshy 
part of the thigh. The Loyalists then | 
foade towards the country, but they were | 
pursued by the mob.

ations in the way of materials for bonfires, 
mock funerals and burning of effigies to 
celebrate a victory. The excitement and 
joy on the Loyalist side know no bounds.

A few charges 
of the Dragoons soon drove the people 
out of Shankhill road, and before one 
o'clock in the morning everything was 
quiet. Albert Crescent police barracks had 
also been attacked early in the evening, 
and the police fired some rounds of buck: 
shot at the people, wounding aman anda 
a boy. 

THE PIOHTING RENEWED, 


Last night the riots were resumed with 
even greater fierceness than before. Dur- 
ing the day there had been an indignation 
meeting of Orangemen, at which the con- 
duct of the pojice in firing on the mob on 
the previous night was severely condemn- 
ed,and a deputation was sent to the Mayor 
asking him to withdraw the police and en- 
trust the peace of the town to the military 
force, which had been largely augmented 
by regiments of infantry sont from Dublin, 
This request was not acceded to, and 
rumors were spread that the mob had de- 
termined to adopt retaliatory measures 
towards the police for the action of 
the previous night in firing on the peo- 
ple and killing, as was alleged, a large 
number of inoffensive persons. As soon as 
darkness setin, the wrecking of houser 
was recommenced. The attention of the 
mob was chiefly directed to the public 
houses. In York street the house of a 
publican named McClusney was gutted and 
set on fire, and while the firemen were 
endeavoring tosubdue the flames they 
were assailed with showers of stones, and 
the chief of the brigade received an. ugly 
wound on the head. Previous to the ar- 
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rival of the firemen the police had fired 
twelve rounds of buckshot among the riot- 
ers, and alarge number of them, chiefly 


The coflin was carried on the shoulders of 
volunteers, and the ssion was escort- 
ed by enormous bodies of police, who did 
their best to prevent acollision with the 
Orangemen, who had collected at various 
points along the route to the graveyard, 
At the ‘‘Brickfield,” an open space separ- 
ating the Orange from the Cathelic quart- 
er, aslight riot took place ; but it was not 
until the return of the funeral possession 
that anything serious .occurred, Many 
persons were attacked in Durham street as 
they were preceedingto their homes and 
windows were broken, but the police pre- 
vented the riot from spreading to the 
more dangerous districts. 
THE BATTLE RENEWED. 

Monday night, however, witnessed a ro- 
newal of the disturbances. The house of a 
publican named Duffy, a Roman Catholic, 
was sacked, The liquor was emptied into 
the streets or drunk, and the owner and 
his wife and child were forced to flee for 
their lives. The store was then set on fire 
and the fire brigade had great difficulty in 
subduing the flames. Soon afterwards the 
premises of another Catholic publican nam- 
ed O'Hare were sacked and set on fire, 
and the owner and his wife and seven 
children were only rescued with great difti- 
culty by the police from an outhouse in 
which they had taken refuge. 1t was three

firing stopped, and successfully pleaded 
with the crowds to disperas.

The crowd hurled volley after 
volley of paving-stones at the door and 
windows and fired revolvers at the house, 
but the polis remained inside and wisely 
refrained from returning the fire. Ulti- 
mately the Highland Light Infantry and 
the Dragoons again came to the relief of 
the police, andthe rioters were driven 
back out of the vicinity and quickly dis- 
persed. Isolated attempts were made to 
wreck the houses in, other ts of the 
town, Not till three o'clock this moruing 
was the peace of the town restored. Troops 
and extra police were leaving Dublin all 
to-night by special trains, as the forces at 
present in Belfast are completely wora out 
with the incessant duty and the terrible 
strain of the situation. The trouble is by 
no means at an end.

A 
coasiderable amount of damage was done, 
amounting, according to the official estim- 
ate, to £5,000. The defeat of the Home 
Rule bill had further inflamed the passions 
of the people, and the work of destruction 
was resumed on Wednesday night. During 
the day an inquest had been held on the 
drowned Jad Curran, and the jury had re- 
turned’a yerdict amounting to one of mur- 
der against the crowd of persons through 
fear of whom he had been driven into the 
water. Anincident occurred about 6 o’clock 
which caused great excitement. A number 
of Catholic girls were leaving the Tea Lane 
milla, at the Boyne bridge, when they were 
pursued by some of the other work-girls, 
who are Protestants. They fled for about 
half a mile, when they were rescued by the 
police. 

in the evening crowds began to gather in 
the Shankhill road, the scene of many a 
bloody, encounter during previous riots in 
Belfast, but never before the theatre of 
sucha dreadful tragedy as that of Wednesday 
night. The mob was composed unhappily of 
Protestants and Orangemen. Two clorgy- 
men, Rey. Hugh Hannaand Rev. Dr. John- 
ston, drove up on a car and appealed to the 
people to disperse quietly to their homes, 
and so long as they remained no oyert 
act waa committed, As soon as they went 
away, however, the people, who were 
smarting under a previous charge by tho 
police, pulled up the paving stones and bo- 
yan to hurl them at the force of sixty con- 
stables who lined the roadway in front of 
the police barracks. ‘The windows in the 
house were broken, The polico again 
charged, but the peeple dispersed into the 
houses and up laneways, only to reappoar 
and discharge another shower of stones at 
the police when their backs were turned as 
they proceeded towards their barracks, 
Dr. Hanna again appeared on tho scone, 
and earnestly appealed to the crowd and 
begged of them to desist from violence, 
Ho had only been speaking a few moments 
whon a fierce fusilade of stones was opened 
from ono of the strects which intersect tho 
Shankhill road, The police again charged 
and the crowd disporsed, not to reappear 
for some time.

He Takes the Cake, 


Bro. Win. Flood, of Foresters Fulls, the 
Uldeest Orangeman Living, 


The queation.as to who is the oldest 
Orangeman in Canada has excited a good 
deal of interest among the brethren 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
Dominion. We have had numerous let; 
ters from many quarters about Orangemen 
of from twenty to thirty years standing, 
but these ‘young fellers” have had to take 
back seats in the presence of their older 
brethren, who claim from forty years to 
half a century in the ranks, and several of 
whose letters we published. Now, how- 
over, even these latter must make way 
for the veteran, Bro, Wm. Flood, of 
Forester’s Falls, Renfrew. ©o., who 
shouldered his musket for the Crown in 
the rebellion of 1798’ and became a mem- 
ber of the Orange Order in 1801. To Bro, 
John Reynolds of L/ O; L. 552, ‘Forester's 
Falls, himself a yeteran,we are indebted for 
the discovery of, ‘no doubt, the oldest 
Orangeman in the world. Bro, Reynolds’ 
letter read as follows; In a late issue of 
your valuable paper I notice a letter from 
one who claims to be the oldest Orange- 
man in the Dominion of Canada ; and ina 
still more recent issue he was challenged 
by another who claims the honor, he hav- 
ing been an Orangeman since the year 
1844, if my memory seryeés me right. 
Now, I have been a member of the noble 
Order since the year 1843, and there sits 
beside me while 1 write, a neighbor, who 
was a member of the Order nearly a 
quarter of a century before I was born, 
Bro. William Flood, He was born in 
the County Cavan, Ireland, in the year of 
our Lord 1784. ‘He was, therefore, four- 
teen yours old and able to shoulder his gun, 
which he did, in: the rebellion in Ireland in 
1798. He became an Orangeman at the 
ago of seventeen years, and up to the pres- 
ent time declares he has only missed. one 
Orange celebration since that time, and he 
hopes to attend the celebration onthe com- 
ing J2th, Tho old man wears his 102 years 
well, having walked last year five miles to 
noon, Ishould like to hear from the 
brother who can beat that

Unearthing A 
Coup 
GOVEKNMENT DETECTIVE JOB ROGERS MAKES 
A BIO’ MAUL—HOW A DANISH PHOTO- 
GRAPHER “* wane?’ MONEY FAST—A 
BRIGHTON HOTELKERVER IN THE TOLLS, 


Covours, Ont, June 30.—After three 
wooks’ hard work Government Detective 
Joseph Rogers has succeeded in running 
down as bold a gang of counterfeiters as 
had operated in the Dominion for years. 
The headquarters of the gang was Brightoo 
Village, 28 miles east of hore, and they 
circulated the bogus work ot their hand- 
icraft inthe neighboringtowns, They manu- 
factured denominations from $50 down. 
A “ fifty” on a Province of Quebec bank 
was passed at Kingston, and a 810 on the 
Merchants’ Bank was put through the 
Standard Bank at Brighton all right. 

Tt was this lattor bill that aroused suspic-

ion as to the locality of the counterfeiters’ 
lair, and the assistance of the authorities 
was immediately invoked to help to cap- 
ture the criminals, The operatora got 
wind of this and kept thomselves and their 
work scarce. When Rogers got a clue in 
this caso ho worked it for all ho was worth, 
One of the gang he traced to Otterville,Ont., 
whore he arrested him on Tuesday last. 
The prisoner is a young Dane, Abel Chris- 
tensen by name, Ho is photographer, 
and at one time had a = dh at Belleville, 

The counterfeiting was done by the 
photographing jprocees; and it was Christ- 
ensen, 80 it is alloged, who made the ne- 
gatives and prepared the **queer” for 
the market. 

It is about three weeks since he took up 
his abode in Otterville, and in that short 
time, says the detective, the clever Dane 
had fitted up another plantas if about to em- 
bark in the crooked business again. Rogers 
brought Christensen on to Toronto, he is 
now in jail there. 

The detective came down to Brighton to- 
day and, securing the assistance of a local 
oliver, sallied forth in search of more game, 
the result being that DuncanOumming, a 
hotel keeper there, was arrested as anoth- 
er of the party. A third man got away. 
Rogers 0 a.through search of Cumm- 
ing’s [are cee with satisfactory results. 
He fished number of broken plates from 
a closet, secured some damaging documents 
and got some of the tell-tale bogus bills. 
These latter consisted of six $20 bills in 
United States currency, being a remark- 
ably clever imitation of the genuine article, 
One of the documents binds the party to 
strictest secrecy, and betrayal 1s severely 
punished. 

Cummings was brought up here to-night 
and jailed. In Christnesen and he, Rogers 
says he has got two of the principals, and 
he hopes soon to have the third. The 
others are connected with the business in a 
minor way and will be hard to place. It is 
known that the counterfeiters have turned 
out a $50 note on the Quebec’ Province 
Bank above mentioned, a $20 in United 
States currency, a $10 on the Merchants, 
a $5 in United States and a $1 Dominion 
note. The amount of bogus Merchants’ 
notes out issaid to be $1000 and it is hard 
t say how much of'the other denomina- 
tions is floating round, but it must be some- 
thing considerable. Had not the party 
been broken up'at this stage the country 
would in ashort time have been flooded 
with their goods, 

A fortune could be made out of the 
United States bills in a short time, as they 
would pass readily. ‘The prisoners had an 
figent in Toronto, and he has no doubt 
worked no small amount of the ‘‘queer" off 
in that city, where United States notes cir- 
culate freely, 

Conoura, July 1.—The prisoners had a 
preliminary hearing to-day before the Po- 
lice Magistrate and both were committed 
for trial.

To say that 
self-government meant separation from 
the empire meant political clap-trap. 
Lovers of liberty the world over were 
sending congratulations to the peerless 
statesman who proposed to give Ireland 
hor freedom—while tottering tyrantea and 
haughty autocrats with their liveried lack- 
oys shown a great interest in the fate 
of the British Empire.

dollars, In most cases where the railway 
crosses the streamacan scarcely be seen 
from the height at which you stand. There 
is Surprise Creek and Surprise Bridge, 
Mountain Creek and Mountain Bridge, 
Stoney Creek and Stony Bridge. Ah! 
Just wait a minute until we seoure a spot 
in the vicinity that is sufficiently safe, and 
we will tell you what we know and_ think 
of it. Itis 284feet high, and 450 feet 
long, and is the highest trestle work bridgo 
in the world, Down, down, away down 
there in the darkness almost, are to be 
seen the abutments and caissons, They 
look mere shadows in the dim light, but 
built up foot by foot, comes the mammoth 
timbers and master workmanship.

From the West Indies, 


Hasnxtos, Bermuda, June 23, 1886. 


A change in ‘the steamship service be- 
tween New York and Bermuda from once 
a week to once a fortnight compelled us to 
remain in the vicinity of New York for a 
week and we.were fortunate in choosing 
Asbury Park, N, J., distant from the 
metropolis about forty miles, as . the place 
of our sojourn. Itia a favorite watering 
place, and deservedly so, The beach is 
not so good as that at Old Orchard, in 
Maine, nor is tho.bathing qs. safo, but in 
the beauty of the place itaelf, its sanitary 
arrangements and the enterprise of its peo- 
ple, it is far ahead, It is only distant from 
Long Branch six miles, and is separated 
from Ocean Grove only by a small pond. 

We put to sea in the steamship Orinoco 
at 3 o'clock on Thursday, June 17th, glad 
to get away from the sweltering heat of 
New York, where the thermometer mark- 
ed over 80 inthe shade. As we passed 
down the harbor and got in the vicinity of 
Sandy Hook we observed unusual excite- 
ment, steamers crowded with passengers, 
and small craft of every dercription were 
moying about, and presently we realized 
that we wore witnessing the great yacht 
race. Through the kindness of a gentle- 
man on board, who had been at the regatta 
of the day previous, we were enabled to 
identify the patiopinicrat’ aa they grace- 

ed our ship. swe are now 
inet dat frond the world we donot know 
the result. Might I venture to suggest to 
the B. Q. Y. 6. that they might with 
advantage adopt the New York idea of 
giving each boat in aregatta a certain 
number which would be prominently dis- 
played on her sails. Spectators could by 
this means follow their Byprites from Mas- 
sassaga throughout the whole course, 

The ship's Purse from New York was S. 
by E. andas we got away, after parting 
with our pilot, we were forcibly reminded 
that a southerly course is no leas liable to 
unpleasantness than an easterly one, The 
Orinoco is a fine ship and agood sea boat, 
but when the winds blow and the waves 
are high in consequence the best behaved 
ship will rile the passengers, and they 
must submit as best they can. 

Tho Gulf Stream, we haye all heard of 
it, and have formed our own individual 
notion of it, but one must cross it in ahigh 
wind and heavy sea that compel port holes 
and aky lights to be fastened tightly, in 
order to realize its capacity for acne 
discomfort.

Our ship made along detour and waited

Beyond the im- 
pressions produced by the natural features 
of the island, we quickly realized the groat- 
ness of the British Empire as the great 
dockyards, fortifications, barracks, and 
ships of the line came in view. Here in 
mid-Atlantic, on an island twenty-one miles 
long and four wide, is a British population 
of abouy 15,000, and a garrison composed 
of infantry, artillory, engineers, and the 
marines and sailors of a portion of the north 
Atlanticequadron, And so it is on every sea; 
the old flag floats from bastion or tower on 
land, or is unfurled by her gallant tars from 
the ships of Britannia’s invincible floct, 

About two hours after the pilot came on 
board tho ship reached her dock in Hamil- 
ton, having passed over reefs innumerable, 
If the sea Mecccnstzayed tho fact that wo 
were in a pew latitude, much more did the 
appearance of the quaint old town. Every 
thing one sees almost, the streots, the 
houses, the shrubs and trees, the fruits 
and flowers, all aro totally unlike what 
we have on the American continent.

and Belleville means Ontario Business Col- 
lege, There are so many of the graduates 
in business here, and so many alatives of 
graduates who have remained in Canada, or 
are in the States reside in Hamilton and 
vicinity that I am quite at home. I often 
héar the expression ‘‘so and so was at 
Belleville,"’and nobody needs to be told 
where it is and what they did when there. 
While this 1s of moro personal interest to 
myself I doubt not that your readers will 
be glad to know that our beautiful little 
city and one of its institutions are highly 
thought of in this far away land. My busi- 
ness is to make them still more familiar 
in the West Indies, and I am succeeding 
in ‘reaching not only Bermuda but Trini- 
dad and) Barbados.

We landed on an island 
and went in for aswim, The water was 
almost luke warm, it seemed to me like a 
chunk out of the warm streak of the gulf 
stream, but Sam thought ita little chilly. 
See the difference between a Bermudian 
anda Canuck. We stayed in the water 
half an hour without touching land, except 
when we dived twenty feet or so to the 
beautiful choral bottom, which we could 
see from the surface. Sam entertained me 
with some yarns about sharks from his 
own experience, He ssserted that they 
didn’t bite, but as he went deeper into the 
subject I felt that the tide, or some other 
influence urged me in toward the shore, [ 
shall go in daily though, shark or no shark, 
No shivering, or shaking, or remoying of 
wet bathing suits after such a bath as to- 
day's.

The Fishery Question. 


A“Smart Yankee" Outwitted—The Mack- 
erel—Bal Keofused to a Yankee Sieamer 


Hatirax, N.S., July 2.—The cruiser 
“Terror” has been lying in Shelburne 
Harbor for some days, On Wednesday 
night Captain Quigley was informed that 
two American fishermen had arranged with 
parties at Sandy Point, five miles from 
Shelburne to ship into that place after dark 
and get a supply of bait. Capt. Quigley or- 
dered a boat's crow from the ‘“Lerror’ to 
patrol the harbor all night. Towards dusk 
& strange looking craft anchored off 
Sandy Point. Capt. Quigley boarded her 
and found her to be the achbciar “City 
Point,” Captain Keene, of Portland, 
Maine, bound to the banks.. When asked 
the reason of the visit, the Portland skip- 
per told the * Terror’s’' captain that he 
had come in tocaulk his decks. This was 
obviously a subterfuge, and the merry cap- 
tain had ample time to regret putting into 


Shelburne for any such purpose. Captain 
Quigley peremptorily ordered him to bring 
his vessel athwart the bows of the cruiser, 
and placed an armed watch on the ‘‘Ameri- 
ean” until daylight, when Captain Quigley 
sent word that Captain Keene could pro- 
ceed with his repairs with all possible des- 
patch. This wus considerably more than 
the ** American” bargained for, but there 
was nothing else to do, so after getting his 
deck caulked he was ordered outside the 
three mile limit. 

Hauirax,N.S.,July1.—Immense schools 
of mackerel have struck into the shores of 
of Bay de Chaleur. They are all inside 
the three-mile Jimit, and the helpless and 
hopeless American seiners are furious be- 
cause, being keenly watched by three Can- 
adian cruisers, they cannot take a single 
fish while Cauadians are making rich hauls.

A telegram received from Shelburne to- 
night, states that the Dominion Cruiser, 
Terror this afternocn formally seized the 
Portland fishing schooner, City Point.. The 
vessel is to be taken into the wharf at once 
and instructions will be awaited from Ot- 
tawa before stripping her.

This circular omitted all reference 
to the question of the purchase of bait, 
the shipment of men, the transhipment of 
cargo, and other commercial privileges 
claimed by Americans, and denied in 
a previous confidential circular issued 
si the Department at the beginning 
of Canada’s active enforcement of the 
fishery rights. _In\ response to a re- 
ses for explanations made by Consul- 

eneral Phelan, an official document has 
been received from the Ottawa authori- 
ties, denying ‘that the circular (No. 371) 
is in substance a modification of the in- 
structions previously given."

Female Orange Lodges, 

We publish elsewhere an interesting 
account of the opening, in London, Eng- 
land, of the first Female Orange Lodge, by 
authority of the Imperial Grand Master, 
the Earl of Enniskillen. The ceremony 
took place at the London residence of R. 
W. Bro. Major Saunderson, M. P., and 
was witnessed by a number of prominent 
brethren. Altogether, some eighteen ladies 
were initiated. The officers were duly 
installed after the usual form, and it 
was announced that Lady Enniskillen 
had consented to act as Imperial Grand 
Mistress of the Fomale Orange Associa- 
tion. The new lodge will be called the 
Salisbury Orange Lodge. The Association 
is intended to aid in the maintenance 
and fartherance of the principles of 
Orangeism, and lodges under its juris- 
diction will be forthwith opened through- 
out England, Ireland and Scotland, 
and perhaps at no distant date in Canada 
and the other Colonies. 

The inauguration of the Female Orange 
Association certainly marks an important 
epoch in the history of Orangeism. It isa 
red-lotter day for our Socioty indeed when 
wives, sisters and daughters of our mem- 
bers feel called upon to unite actively in 
tho support of the glorious “heritage of the 
Revolution, and the aid they will bring to 
tho cause will no doubt be substantial and 
lasting.

Death of a Canadian 111 Years Old. 

Thoro died last week near Montrose, P. 
E. 1., Mrs. Graham, in her 111th year, She 
was born at Rustico in the summer of 1775, 
and was in Charlottetown when the present 
site of that city was swamp and forest. She 
was a year older than the American Re- 
public, and was a matron of 37 at tho time 
of the second war betwoen Great Britain 
and the United States, She was only six 
years younger than Napoleon and Welling- 
ton, and she was{40 years old when the 
last great battle between the French and 
English was fought. She was over 60 
when Queen Victoria’s reign of 50 years 
commenced. Sho was 24 when Washing- 
ton died, and 30 when Nelson won the 
victory which cost him his life. She was 
born in the samo year as Daniel O'Connell, 
and both wore 26 years of ago before lre- 
land ceased to have a Parliament. She 
was 40 before tho first steamer crossed the 
Atlantic, and 50 before passengers were 
carried on the first railway. Her oldest 
son, if living, would be 87,and some ot her 
grandchildren have reached a stage or two 
beyond three score.

lowed the fishing dispute would be practi- 
cally at an end,as the New England 
fishermen would be atonce put in posses- 
sion of the beat fishing grounds on the con- 
tinent. 
But Great Britain and the United States 
have always maintained the doctrine 
which asserts the right of every nation to 
exclusive jurisdiction over the portions of 
water which are included within the head- 
lands and capes of its territories. In ac 
cordance with this position the three mar- 
ine miles from the shores of coasts, bays or 
inlets witnin which New England fisher- 
men are permitted to drag their nets in 
Canada must be measured from the head- 
lands and must not follow, as they con- 
tend, the windings of the shore. Their 
claim is precisely the same as if Great Brit- 
ain or some other foreign country were to 
insist that the United States does not have 
exclusive jurisdiction of the waters of 
Delaware Bay within Cape May and Cape 
Henlopen orof Chesapeake Bay within 
Cape Charles and Cape Henry. For such 
a pretension there is not the slightest au- 
thority in international law or in the prac- 
tice of maritime nations. The Bay of 
Fundy, into whose waters New England 
fishermen are allowed to pursue their oc- 
cupation, is, of coure, not within the rule, 
as one of its headlands does not belong to 
Canada, Butitis notinthe least degree 
credible that the British Government will 
abandon the doctrine of international law 
with regard to the rest of the waters of 
the Dominion. The Canadians would noc 
quietly submit to the surrender of their 
most valuable fishing grounds at the dicta- 
tion of the Mother country. Should the 
attempt be made one of the last political 
ties betweeen Great Britain and her North 
American possessions would besevered,and 
the annexation of Canadato the United 
States would probably follow. This is what 
the New England fishermen may be aim- 
ing at, as annexation would give them free 
and undisputed access to the valuable fish- 
ing grounds which they have so long covet- 
ed. But should Canada be annexed we 
would insist on the rigorous application

After hooking a fish, 
many anglers turn their rods so as to bring 
the ree) to the upper side, thus letting the 
strain of the line come upon the rod itself 
instead of upon the rings. In holding the 
grip,” the thumb should be extended 
straight along the rod, as this gives an ad- 
ditional purchase. For the first cast, take 
the end of the line in the left hand, and 
bring tho rod backward and upward until 
the line is taut. Ad you release the line the. 
ing of the rod carries the line backward: 
This is the back cast; then comes an instant’s 
pause, while the line straightens itself out 
behind, and then, with a firm motion of the 
wrist, helped a little by the forearm, the rod 
is thrown forward, and the line flies easily 
out infront. Begin witha line once or 
onco-and-a-half as long as the rod, and 
lengthén it out by degrees. The main 
points to be remembered are: to keep the 
elbow at the side, to train the wrist, to 
moye the rod not too far forward or back, 
always to wait until the line is straight be 

hind on the back cast, and to make sure 
that in this the line falls no lower than 
your head, a process which i@will take time 
to accomplish, There is no moreawkward 
fault than that of whipping a rod down to 
a level with the horizon, 

When the learner becomes accustomed 
to handling his rod, he must try to perfect 
himself in two matters of great importance 
—accuracy and delicacy. Place a small | 
piece of paper fifteen or twenty feet away, | 
and aim at making the knot in the end of 
the lino fall easily and quickly upon it. 
Your etforts will be aided if you will raiso 
the point of the rod a trifle, just.as the for.

Hon. M. Bowell was interviewed by a 
Gazette reporter at Montreal on Saturday 
The hon. gentleman begins by upholding | 
the emplo: 
offective, in exposing fraud. He says, too, 
that more severe penalties might be 
posed, and the guilty sentenced to im 
prisonment instead of fine, as in the Unit- 
ed States; he can see » difference be- 
tween cheating the revenue of the country 
and stealing from private persons. Mr. 
Bowell states his belief that criminal pro- 
secutions would have a more deterrent of- 
fect on persons who intend committing 
frauds, and in answer to the question, 
‘*Do you intend to move in the direction of 
having such o law passed?” he says, ** 1 
can reply to the question by saying that I 
have no doubt that owing to what has oc- 
curred changes will be made so as to better 
protect the revenue and punish those who 
are found guilty of smuggling or other 
frauds.” 

The Minister is strongly in favor of a 
special Customs Court, with discretiona: 
powers, saying, ‘* There are cases in whic 
equity would suggest lenient punishment, 
although on the toa the crime might look 
as aggravated as if thero were intentional 
fraud. 

Mr, Bowell says, further ;— ‘* I propose 
shortly to issue new instructions and to es- 
tablish new rules by which we hope to pre- 
vent fraud in future. So long as there are 
importers who conspire to cheat the Gov- 
ernment they will, I fear, find some means 
to accomplish their object, no matcer how 
stringent the rules maybe. . ... . 
For instance, a man will obtain a correct 
invoice from the firm from whom he pur- 
chases his goods, while at the same time he 
obtains a number of invoice blanks to be

arms and kill his neighbors if he thinks a 
Government hundreds of miles away is not 
treating him exactly fairly. He certainly 
caused many deaths and stained tho sod of 
the North-West with the blood of more 
than one loyal man, but then of course, 
besides being a patriot, he was a lunatic, 
on which ground, if not on that of fervent 
patriotism, he should have been excused. 

How curiously Mr. Blake's position of 
to-day contrasts with that he took regard- 
ing a crime carrying with it) consequences 
less far-reaching in 1871! For Riel now, 
he says, was guilty of buta political offence; 
but in the Ontario Legislature he said of 
the previous crime, ‘ le Tam disposed 
to treat legally anything which aay pro- 
perly be called a political offence, I can- 
not treat this murder as a political of- 
fence.” But, he asked, oven if Riel had 
been only guilty of a political offence, how 
did Riel himself treat a political offender} 

**T call you attention, sir, to the mode 
in which tho ‘ political offences’ of the vic- 
tim were. treated by Riel, What, I ask, 
was hiscrime? It was loyalty to his Queen, 
loyalty to the constitution, loyalty to the 
country. For this he was done to death. 

‘It was no murder for revenge, for 
money or for any of those causes which 
usually provoke that great crime. This is 
no case of a hurried, passionate transaction 
in which the excuse of want of time or 
deliberation or of passionate emotion may 
be pleaded. The victim died because he 
was a loyal man, he died because he would 
not aid rebels, he died because he resisted 
rebellion, he died in fact for loyalty to 
Queen and country. 

‘Let his country write his epitaph in 
the records of her assembly, and express 
a people's sorrow at his untimely death, 
and a people's stern resolve that that death 
shall be ayenged. ” 

Mr. Blake tells the West: Durham peo- 
ple to-day that while speaking in this fash- 
ion he was not actually urging that Riel be 
hanged. All he wanted was that he should 
be apprehended and stand his trial. He 
is, therefore, consistent, because ho has 
offered no adverse criticism regarding the 
arrest of Riel and his trial for his last of- 
fence. But listen: 

*Justics could have been done to Riol 
here in Ontario and perhaps in England.” 

What is justice? Final condemnation 
and pardon / 

‘Tt is our justice that he has violated : 
itis our duty to seo that this justice is 
vindicated.” 

How? By pardoning tho offender ? 

“This person, Riel, is living a little way 
outside the boundaries of the North-West 
in the United States. Heis receiving de- 
putations from the people of that country, 
asking him to stand as a candidate for the 
Local Legislature and for the Parliament 
of Canada, I say that unless this province 
speaks out we may yot undergo the humi- 
liation of seeing the murderer of ono of 
our people elected to the Parliament of 
Canada and representatives from Ontario 
sitting in council on the affairs of the coun- 
try with ono guilty of murder.” 

And how does Mr. Blake now say he 
would havo prevented such @ disgrace | By 
capturing, trying and pardoning tho mur- 
deror! in the light of Mr. Blake's 
spooches in 1871 it is impossible to arrive 
at the conclusion that all he wanted then 
was a trialand that in consequence ho is 
justified now in commending the trial for

The reporter went on to ask :—‘* You 
may have noticed how in some newspapers 
adesire that the matter in connection 
with the $4,000 paid counsel in the Me- 
Lachlan case should be brought intovourt.””

Reporter :—'*Do you intend to take any 
proceedings against the newspapers which 
have insinuated charges against members 
of the Government and of Parliament in 
this connection ?"” 

Hon. Mr, Bowell—''The charges are so 
vague and no names’having been mention- 
ed, I am advised by the Hon. Mr. Church 
that a case would not lie against the papers 
in question, If, however, they will make 
any definite charge, or mention the name 
of any Minister of the Crown, on which an 
action can be based, it will be taken into 
Court forthwith. 1 may add that my visit 
to the city to-day was principally for the 
purpose of consulting counsel on this 
point.” 

The interview then ended. 


Indian Disfranchisement 


Georgina Island lies about a stone’s throw 
from the township of Georgina in North 
York, and its inhabitants are Indians. Mr. 
Mulock, M.P., has appeared in the Rev 
or’s Court and has urged that the island is 
in no county, and that in consequence the 
Indians should not be placed upon the 
North York electoral lists, As a town- 
ship on the border of inland waters extends, 
under Ontario law, to the middle of the 
water, one would think that Georgina island 
was well within the township it adjoins ; 
but Mr, Mulock, in order to do the Indians 
out of their votes, thinks otherwise, and if 
his views be sustained the island will be 
nowhere, 

Mr Mulock is one of the numerous Re- 
form statesmen who think that the Indian, 
because of his origin and color, should 
not be granted a voice in the management 
of the concerns of the country in which he 
lives. Thus, discussing the Indian fran- 
chise in Parliament, he said; ** When 
this bill becomes law and the elections are 
held again will it be a source of triumph 
to this country to find this hall occupied 
by men chosen by such an electorate ?” 
And he added, ** You are going to place 
power in the hands of people who are not 
able intelligently to exercise it.” This is 
the kind of argument which did service in 
the Southern States among those who 
thought slavery was good enough for col- 
ored men. But Mr. Mulock was not alono 
in that kind of talk. Mr Mills said the 
proposal to allow Indians to vote was mon- 
strous, for they *‘ do not possess the neces- 
sary intelligence ;’’ and Mr. Landerkin said, 
‘IT say it would bea dangerous thing to 
free institutions to place the ballot in 
the hands of Indians.” ‘‘The Government 
proposes to confer the franchise upon In- 
dians who will steal aud who will get 
drunk.” Mr, Charlton was the most vig- 
orous opponent of Indian enfranchisement, 
for he called the Indians ‘bloody, vindic- 
tive, barbarous,”’ He added, ‘‘I say there 
is nothing so indefensible as this proposi- 
tion to give these barbarians the right of 
citizenship,” precisely the argument of the 
old pro-slavery men. *“T’hoy are governed 
by ignorance and superstition, and are not 
fit to exercise the high duties, privileges 
and responsibilities appertaining to free 
citizons, Thoy are neither independent 
nor intelligent. They are grovelling bar- 
barians sunk in the depths of ignorance, 
depravity and yico.’’ Then, to prove that 
the Ontario Indians are vile, he quoted 
from Parkman all the atrocities ot two 
centuries ago, and asked if it was fair that 
the descendants of these Indians should be 
allowed to exercise the rights of free men. 

It is amusing to note that while Mr. 
Mulock is doing his best to disfranchise 
the Indians in his constituoncy, Mr. Wil- 
liam Paterson is struggling to placate 
those of Brant. There is to bea Refe 
picnic on the Six Nation reserve short ys 
and Mr, Paterson's local organ says 
** Wo hope as many of the Reform friends 
in the city as can make it convenient will 
attend the picnicand make the nequaint- 
ance of their nowly-onfranchisod frionds on 
tho reserve,” It would bo a good idea to 
engage Messrs. Charlton, Mills, Landorkin 
and Muleck to recite their old Indian 
speeches to ‘their nowly-enfranchisod 
frionds.”"—Mail,

1t is probable that before the present is- 
sue of the Journal of Commerce reaches 
its readers the business community will be 
apprized of another seizure of merchandise 
—this time in one of the largest fasby goods 
houses in the Dominion, Tho nows will 
not take many wholesale merchants by sur 
prise, for ever since the Paterson-Kissock, 
escapade, suspicion has openly pointed at 
the establishment referred to, partly arous- 
ed by business transactions, but chiefly be- 
cause of a large seizure in the same direc- 
tion years ago, The methods by which the 
recent fraudulent entries were accomplish- 
ed are by this time quite plain to the of- 
ficers of the service, and large bundles of 
entries made by city andcountry importers, 
not in this city and Province alone, are in 
hand, with more than circumstantial evi- 
dence in most cases to warrant a descent 
upon the premises of the offenders. It is 
probable, therefore, that the public have 
ward only the beginning of a series. 
It is needless here to say that the De- 
partment is thoroughly alive to the im- 
portance of aariping out the practice of 
smuggling, and of making salutary exam- 
ples of those who so cleverly for some 
‘years past have been pulling the wool over 
the eyes of its employes; and honest im- 
porters, who we rejoice to say, aroin the 
great majority, as wellasall who in any 
way contribute to the revenue of the coun- 
try must commend them for their zeal, 
whatever be the views as regards the policy 
of the Government and its mode of taxa- 
tion,or the machinery employed for the pur- 
pose. There doubtless is room forimprove- 
ment, and the recent conflicts cannot fail 
to have impressed the Department in this 
respect, It is not quite within the bounds 
of fair play that an importer whose stock 
had been unwarrantly seized should have 
no resource for the damage inseparable 
from such a public exposure, however rare 
such seizures may be;as it is now, the 
goods of any importer are liable to seizure 
at the caprice of the officers of the service, 
although, todo them justice, few if any 
cases of such a nature can be fairly charg- 
ed against them. In proof of this it may 
be stated that of the 743 total seizures 
made in 1884, only three of the 220 made 
by the special staff were released without 
fine or forfeiture, no irregularity being 
proven against them. Were such a modi- 
fication of the Statute enacted, there wonld 
be less general discontent and less false 
sympathy aroused on behalf of offenders 
against the revenue. 
Tt may seem a little surprising that in 
the reaction from the recent outcry against 
the service, so few persons are found to ex- 
press word of commendation for the 
evident benefits conferred upon the trade 
by the considerable suppression of smag 
gling which much follow the enforcement 
of the stringent measures enacted in their 
behalf. We can only account for this 
silence by recalling the late hour at which 
the remedy was applied—that too many 
steeds had been stolen from the stable— 
and that incalculable mischief has been 
done while the service, we must suppose, 
remained in ignorance of what was being 
transacted under their very noses, When 
travellors on the road wrote daily to. their 
firms that the men representing such and 
sucha house were offering goods at coat, 
and that profits were out of the question— 
when one leading dry goods firm aver that 
with their enormous capital and other 
great advantages end facilities they had 
not made a dollar in their business tor the 
last five or six years—it is scarcely to be 
expected that honest importers should be 
very loud in expressing their approbation. 
The boldness with which smuggling opera- 
tions were carried on for some time in St. 
Johns, Que., and a few points in the East- 
ern Townships, led to a thorough stamping 
out of the system, and merchants in these 
localities of all shades of politics have 
been enabled to speak in high 
terms of the efficiency of the offiors of 
the special sorvice, and the good resulting 
to legitimate business through their on 
| deavors. Lecus hope that by the time 
| the present ss of scizuresis drawn to a 
close, legitimate trade may have 20 far re-

be enabled to express themselves as unstint-

Points on Wool, 


A British authority gives the following 
points on wool: Most of the terrestrial 
mammals with hairy coats produce two 
kinds of hair. The firstand most apparent 
is that whith is usually called hair; the 
other, which is generally shorter and un- 
dorlies the former, is called either wool or 
fur. Hair is almost invariably cylindrical, 
with a smooth surface, whereas wool -and 
fur are covered with scales, and some 
kinds have a w.ved or otherwise varied 
outline, The scales are of the utmost im- 
portance. and upon theirnumber in a given 
space “pends in a great measure the qual- 
ity of the material. 

Theso structural peculiarities of wool are 
found to be so permanent that hardly any 
amount of wear will injure them, hence it 
is found that woollen clothing reduced to 
the veriest rags may be torn up and its 
fibres separated into the state of wool 
again, then recarded and spun {nto yarns 
for the weaving of cloths of fair qual.ty. 
English long wool has deteriorated in qual- 
iy but gained in quantity, 

A fine open winté? produces more wool 
than a fair one, but the wool le coarser, 
Flush of food increasos quantity at the ox- 
pense of quality. Too rapid growth Is ine 
consistent with perfection ; that is, a true, 
uniform fibre from root to point, elastic, 
not easily broken, with shining silvery lua- 
tre. To grow fine wools on rich pastures 
one must not overstock tham, Disease and 
want of food and warmth cause a secretion 
of the wool-forming fluid to cease, making 
a jointed staple which breaks where the 
stoppage took place, 

Tho quality of the wool is anid to dopond 

on tho yolk, The shoop are often washed | 
in running water, so that tho valuablo 
scouring proportics of tho yolk are lost 
Tho greasior tho water tho whiter the wool. 
Tho saturation with yolk gives wool the 
silvery lustro so much desired. The froo 
socrotion of yolk gives tho most dosirablo 
quality in wool known as density. In 
washing, wool loses about one-third of its 
weight. Whon tho wool is washed on the

~ Potato Beetles, 


A thrifty growth of vine is much protec- 
tion against the ravages of the potato 
beetle, Other things being equal the bee- 
tle will Jay her eggs on the weakest, foeb- 
lest growing potato hill in the field. Instinct 
teaches her to avoid thrifty vines full of 
sap and which also hold the drew: a lon, 
time in the morning. Heavy dews an 
rains prevent many potato-bugs’ eggs from 
hatching. The use of gypsum with Paris 
revi on potatoes has thus a double advan- 
tage, The'poisus destroys the bugs already 
hatched, and the gypsum makes the vine 
more thrifty, holds dew on it longer and 
thus addlos many of the oggs. Frequent 
cultivation of the soil is also helptul in 
keeping the potato bugsin check. The 
viiltivator should be drawn as closely to the 
row ao possible, and no matter if some dirt 
is thrown on the vines, It will not hurt 
the potatoes, and every particle of soil on 
a bunch of potato-bug’s eggs destroys the 
vitality of allit touches, Ina oath wot 
time there is little to fear from the potato 
bug. Tho oggs will be addlod, or the 
young destroyed as s00n as hatched, But 
one ortwo days of hot, dry weather will

them. Pentland was by nature head 
strong, relontless and desperate, Mack's 
life and property were threatened by him, 
until the old man, who is a cripple, invok- 
ed the aid of the courts, and on Monday 
bound Pentland over to keep the peace. 
This morning Pentland charged Mack with 
having assaulted him after having put him 
under bonds. The Magistrate, J. J. B. 
Flint, heard the evidence of the case, and 
concluding that there was no assault, dis- 
missed the case. 

Pentland was angered and on leaving the 
police court room swore he would have 
vengeance, and, although he was kpown to 
be vindictive, nothing was thought ofhis 
utterances at the time. 

About 1:30 o'clock, as Mr. and Mrs, 
Mack were seated in their small grocery 
onthe corner, Pentland approached and 
deliberately fired a shot from a revolver at 
Mrs, Mack. Sho screamed and started to 
run across the road. Pentland,

as sho flod. The ball,a32 calibre one, 
struck hor in the back, between the shoulder 
blades, on the loft side. It took an up- 
ward course and came out at the left breast, 
directly above the heart, Sho was assisted 
to Mrs. McCaffrey’s house by neighbors, 
who by this time had become alarmed at 
the continued firing. 

The blood of the unfortunate woman did 
not seem to satisfy the infuriated murderer, 
He aimed at nothing short of the complete 
extermination of the family. Accordingly 
he approached the shcp, and upon espyin; 
Mack seated ina chair with his caeelad 
leg lying easily upon another whilst he en- 
joyed his pipe, fired at him. The old man 
retreated into the shop. Pentland fired 
in all, three shots at -him, none of which, 
fortunately, took effect. But as the old 
man, in his" excitoment and haste to seek 
shelter, attempted to leave the shop, he 
fell to the walk. Pentland doubtless 
thought he had completed his bloody work, 
and walking coolly to his end of the house, 
entered, and bolted the door, 

Wa. Benniger, who drives the Canadian 
Express waggon, witnessed the firing of 
the last three of the five shots. He des- 
patched two men down street, one for 
medical aid and another for the police, By 
this time quite a crowd had gathered. The 
house in which Pentland was lodged was 
surrounded that he might not escape.

CORONER'S INQUEST, 


Enquiring Intothe Cause of the Death 
of John Pentiand, 


A Verdict of Death by Suloide Given. 

Th. coroner's jury empanecled by 
order of County Attorney Henderson, 
to enquire into the cause of the death of 
John Pontland, met in the police court 
room Friday night, Dr, Willson,coroner, pre- 
siding. Mr. L. H. Henderson appeared 
on behalf of the crown. 

The following named jurors answered 
the roll call: G.D. Armstrong, W. P, 
McMahon, Jas, Merrill, H. O'Ham, Henry 
Cole, W. C. Hays, John Gauthier, Thos. 
Lingham, S. Barnes, John Creeper, R. H. 
Broods, W. H, Merrill, Wm. Kemp. 

Wm. L, Benninger, the first witness, 
testified: I did not see Pentland 
shoot himself. Ihve on Ridley atreet, 
south side; deceased lived nearly opposite. 
About 1:50 I heard a shot and a scream, 
when in my yard. In about half a minute 
1 heard a second report and another scream. 
I hurried out of the yard to the street and 
saw Mrs. Wm. Mack staggering across the 
street towards Mra. McCaflrey's house. 
Pentland was walking toward Mack's gro- 
cery with a revolver in his hand.

Pentland had got to Mack's shop. He 
fired a shot through the eastern doorway. 
He then went to the west door and fired a 
second shot. He returned to the cast door, 
entered, and fired the third shot, when he 
deliberately walked back to his own house 
with the revdlyer in his hand, and entered 
the door, 1 saw him again at the window 
in the east end of the house and 
again when on a bed in an upper room, dead. 
A wound was in his left breast, 1 heard a 
shot fired in Pentland’s house shortly after 
he entered, after shooting at Mack. On 
Saturday, Pentland and Mack had a vio- 
lent quarrel in the street ; myself and oth- 
ors endeavored to quiet them, but failing, 
let them quarrel it out. Their dispute was 
about the garden. ; 

Chief McKinnon, sworn.—On Thursday 
afternoon, 8th inst., officer Newton and 
myself were summoned to the scene of the 
tragedy, I ascertained the facts of the 
shooting and endeavored to enter the house. 
The door was locked. Newton remained 
at the door when I went to the end of the 
house and called Pentland. He came to 
the window and asked me what I wanted ; 
1 said I wanted to speak with him.

Tho door was 
forced, and upon entering the room, in the 
chamber, Pentland was found atretched 
upon a bed gasping for breath. He wore 
no coat or veat, and the bosom of his shirt 
was burned by the powder from the pistol 
and stained with blood. On the bed _be- 
side him lay a 32 callibre ‘‘Blue Jacket” 
revolver. The doctors having arrived, Dr. 
Gibson took Pentland in charge, whilst 
Dr, Wilson directed his attention to Mrs, 
Mack, 

At the time the LyreLiiceNcenr reporter 
arrived upon the scene of the tragedy,about 
2:30, an excited throng was gathered about 
the place, He made his way into the house 
and found Mrs, Pentland prostrated on the 
floor of the firat room entered, in a fit of 
hysterics. Inthe upper chamber, which 
smelt asoogy, of burned powder, Pentland 
was found with Dr.Gibson|bending over him. 
He was ghastly paleand laboring forbreath, 
The ball had entered the left lung, He 
diod at 2.30 without uttering a word. 

Dr. Willson says there are hopes of Mrs. 
Mack's recovery. The greatest excitement 
preyniled in ali parts of the city, as reports 
df the tragedy spread, Hundreds of people 
visited the scene during the afternoon and 
evening. 

All the parties directly connected with the 
tragedy are of advanced years. Mrs Susan 
Mack, the wounded woman, is probably 50 
years of ageand her husband some five 
years older, 

Pentland was, as atated, an old pension- 
or, and has had no employment for some 
time. He was perhaps 45 years of age,and 
had light blue eyes with sandy hair and 
beard, and was probably 6 ft. 8 in. in 
height. He was addicted to drink, but 
had not been drinking to-day,

I 
asked him him if he had been drinking. He 
said ‘* No,” and that he was not crazy. He 
seemed In an ungovernable rage. The 
Yevolver, a 32 calibre weapon, was pro- 
duced, It was new and in good working 
order. It contained three ghots, two 
chambers being empty. Hedied about 20 
minutesaftertheshot wasfired. Lying loose- 
ly on the bed were a large number of cart- 
ridges of 32 calibre size. On the 3rd inst, 
he was arrested at the instance of Mack 
and gave bonds for keeping the peace. On 
Thursday morning, on tho day of the 
tragedy, the deceased brought a charge 
against Mack, accus'ng him of assault, The 
charge was dismissed, the evidence show- 
ing that no assault had been committed, 
The revolver was picked up in the yard, 
where Pentland had thrown it. 

This closed the evidence, the jury being 
satisfied with the facts given, without cor- 
roborative evidence, The jury soon return- 
ed the following verdict : 

We, your Jurors empaneled to enquire 
into the cause of the death of the late John 
Pentland, having viewed the body and heard 
the evidence on behalf of the crown, find 
that the said John Pentland came to his 
death from a pistol shot fired by his own 
hand, to escape the consequences of his 
crime,

Evidence of Venality. 


One of Mr. Blake's most astonishin; 
statementsin the course of his pro-Rie 
speech was that he could not find that the 
robel in demanding a cash consideration to 
cease his agitation had been guilty of ven- 
ality. It seems that tho halo of glory sur- 
rounding his hero so dazzles Mr, Blake's 
eyes that he cannot observe any defects in 
him, Mr. T, C, Casgrain, who was ono of 
the counsel for the prosecution in the Riel 
trial, has just delivered a speech at Wind- 
sor, in which among other matters he deals 
with this question of venality. In the 
first place Mr. Oasgrain declares that 
Riel's trial was fair, 


A French-Canadian, however, 
summoned, but was unable to attend the 
second day, as he was injured by a fall from 


his horse. As to the half-breeds, there 
were none, fortunately for Riel, qualified 
to siton the jury. Had there been half- 
breeds on the jury the verdict of guilty 
would haye been rendered without the 
recommendation to mercy. Mr, in 
is of the opinion that from the time Riel 
entered the territories in July, 1884, until 
the outbreak he was simply trying to 
secure for himself a Jarge amount of 
money, and the half-breeds were the poor 
misguided tools with the aid of which he 
hoped to accomplish his selfish purpose, 
He first passed upon the Government an 
unfounded claim for $100,000, This he 
subsequently reduced, according to the 
evidence of Father Andre, to $35,000, 
All the time he represented that his cause, 
that is to aay, his claim for money, was 
the half-breed cause, and that if he were 
settled with,the half-breeds would busatis- 
fied. As the time wore on he grew more 
importunate, and finally he prevailed upon 
Charles Nolin to telegraph to the Govern- 
ment as follows: 

“Will you settle the half-breed claims 
and pay Riel $35,000?" 

The answer was : 

** We will settle half-breed claims at 
once,” 

Nothing was said, it will be observed, 
about the settlement of Riol’s claim.

Points About Milk. 


The fact that six-tenths of one per cent. 
of the substance of milk comes from the 
soil makes it clear that the soil formsa 
controlling element in the construction of 
milk, and that milk must always be vary- 
ing with the soil,we must expect a different 
milk to be produced than from a rich soil. 
It will have a different bearingon its health- 
fulness and it will build a different struc- 
ture. Ifitislackingin the material for

Milk is the only perfect food for a short 
time in the life of any animal, ilk isa 
perfect food for infant mammalia, It is 
Just right in fluidity, just right in mineral 
constituents, in fleah forming material and 
in heat preducing material, but that period 
for which it is just right is short, that is, 
when spoken of as a complete food. A 
child or animal kept on milk food will not 
develop to its fullestoxtent and be most 
vigorous and health all the way along. It 
requires something else besides milk to 
maintain the animal organism perfectly at 
all seasons of life. In infancy we are 
rapidly building up structure, bones and 
tissue hence we require an extra amount of 
bone-forming and flesh-forming material 
in our food, Hence if milk is just right 
for that purpose in infancy it would not be 
right in age, because the building has stop 
ped. 
; So with flesh-forming matter, a propor- 
tion of which would suit the child and 
would not suitthe man, The man isnot 
building up flesh. He is wasting it rather, 
ao the proportion of peop robneana matte 
and heat forming matter must be different 
in infancy than in old age. In infancy we 
want that which will build up,but for adult 
animals we want something to supply waste 
and to keep the body warm. Milk doesnot 
furnish sufticient heat-producing matter to 
supply adults. Milk is simply designed for 
Galasites and the recommending or urging it 
as asuitable food for all agesand allseasons

The U S. Oleomargarine Bill, 


A Washington despatch says: Tho 
Senate yesterday, after having soveral 
times debated the Oleomargarine Bill, 
finally passed it, after changing the pro- 
posed Inland Reyenue tax from 5 cents to 
2 cents on the pound, The final division 
stood 37 to 23. The penalty clause is as 
follows: _ Every person who knowingly 
sells or offers for sale, or delivers or offers 
to deliver, any oleomargarine in any other 
form than in new wooden or paper packages 
as above described, or who packs in any 
package any oleomargarine in any manner 
contrary to law, or who falsely brands any 
package or aflixes a stamp on any package 
denoting a less amount of tax than that 
required by law, shall bo fined for each 
offence not more than $1,000 and be im- 
prisoned not more than two years.

Satisfactory Tests Made With it at the 
Rideau Range. 

It is expected that thenew ammunition 
now being manufactured at the Government 
Cartridge Factory at Quebec will be adopt- 
ed for uso at the approaching meet in this 
city of the Dominion Rifle Association. 
Lieut.-Col. Macpherson and Messrs. 
Sutherland, Perley and Winter, who 
were selected by Lieut.-Col, Bacon to make 
the necessary tests, have achieved the 
happiest results. For instance Colonel 
Macpherson made thirty-three out of a pos- 
sible score of thirty-five points at the five 
hundred yards range. The new ammuni- 
tion gave the most complete satisfaction, 
not a single cartridge missing fire. Four 
or five points lower than the possible score 
were also readily made at the Rideau range. 
The new cartridge posseases a brass coil, 
and is superior to the old style of fammu- 
ap formorly in use here. —Ottawa Jour- 
nal, 


More Councerfeit Bi ls. 

About ten years ago a large number of 
five dollar counterfeit bills on the Bank of 
Commerco were in circulation, but dispa- 
peared shortly after their detection. One 
of them was presented at the Ville Marie 
Bank yesterday by a regular depositor and 
the fraud was immediately detected by the 
tellor. The counterfeits are an excellent 
imitation of the genuine note, and only an 
expert could possibly detect them, On 
close examination the paper is of inferior 
quality and the portrait of the Queen in the 
contre has a ring on the finger in the gen« 
uine bill, but not in the bogus one. The 
shading of the counterfeit on the back is 
also very irregular and is lighter than that 
of the genuine one. The counterfeit also 
bears the signaturoof E. J. Smith as 
cashier, which is not on the real bill.— 
Montreal Star.

Preliminary Examination of Jane Horton.

HE IS ARRESTED AND ESCAPES.---STILL 
AT LARGE. 


His House a Veritable Second-band 
Shop. 


(Saturday's Dasly.) 


“Coftin” McDonald, is again before 
public in his usual role, that of trickster 
and thief As stated in Friday's issue Mr. 
Goo. Itose, Mrs, Clark and Mr, Fredricks 
at Holloway were relioved of considerable 
Thursday night, and were

suspicious of * 
in the neighborhood. 
Magistrate for a search warrant and were 
informed thata writ of ejectment against 
“Qoftin” was then in the hands of County 
Constable, Geo. Johnaton, and that they 
could accumpany the officer, and if any of 
the stolon property was found as the goods 
wore removed from the house, the family 
could be arrested. 

The house was found to contain enough 
articles to establish a small second-hand 
store, The beds, and every conceivablo 
place of hiding, yielded stolen goods. The 
constable found a small diamond for cutting 
glass, which had been stolen from his house 
not long since, together with a quantity of 
provisions, A whiskey jug with a part of 
a tag attached to the handle was found; a 
search resulted in the finding of the othor 
part of the tag. The two pieces were put 
together, when the name of Geo. Rose was 
shown up. Numerous other articles were 
also identified and recovered by the parties 
from Holloway. The whole family were ar- 
rested and placed in the cells. 

** Coffin” was in attendance at the pre- 
liminary trial of Jano Horton at Plainfield, 
against whom he was chief witness, on a 
charge of arson. Chief McKinnon and 
County Constable D, Phillips, of Foxboro, 
started for their man, whom they found and 
arrested at Plainfield, On the way to the 
city, “Coffin,” who was in a buckboard 
with Phillips, sprang from the vehicle and 
struck into a wood, ata keen run. The 
Chief left Angus McDonald, whom he had 
in custody as an accomplice of ‘* Coffin,” 
and gave chase, ‘*Coflin” evaded the Chief 
in the thicket, and escaped. When he re- 
turned to the road, he found that Phillips 
had allowed Angus to escape also, Up to 
the time of writing, neither had been re- 
captured. Angus is supposed to have aided 
“Ooftin” in his various felonies of late, and 
is an old offender. 

At the Spring Assizes Coffin was before 
Judge Cameron on a char,e of horse stoal- 
ing, and was found guilty. With tears in 
his eyes he appealed to the Judge to be 
merciful to his wife and family, who were 
dependent upon him for support. 

He said, ** It was liquor that brought 
me here, your honor, and if you have mercy 
upon me this time, may God strike me 
dead if I ever touch another drop.” _ 

The Judge gave him one month in the 
County jail. The sentence expired on the 
8rd of June, since which time numerous 
petty larcenios have been committed in the 
county.

Lord High Executioner. 

From Chief Mchinnon it is learned that 
when the two McDonalds were arrested at 
Plainfield yesterday he gave Angus into the 
charge of Phillips, when he attempted to 
escape and He succeeded. The Ohief 
captured him and gave Coffin over to Phil- 
lips. When near Canifton Coffin made a 
dash for liberty and ran into the bush south 
of the road, where he alluded a most thor- 
ough search. When the Chief returned he 
found Angus had escaped and forded the 
river, The Chief said that later in the 
evening he saw Ooffin near Bleeckor’s 
woods on the Madoc road, and gave chase, 
but he entered the bush west of the road 
and again escaped. 

Mr. John Campbell, butcher, of Canif- 
ton, said to-day that ‘‘Coffin” crossed the 
bridge at Canifton in the evening, bought 
a pluck at his slaughter house, and then 
started forhome. The Chief anticipated 
that he would endeavor to get home in the 
evening, and was waiting for him, when he 
came in sight. He is much chagrined at 
not being able to capture him. 

The Chief says the authorities have suffi- 
cient evidence against McDonald to convict 
him of six burglaries committed since his 
release from gaol on July 3rd. This morn- 
ing a two-bushel bag of tea was brought in 
from his step-father's farm in Thurlow.

The Utica Herald gives 
a lengthy account of the hop growers’ pic 
nic, which would appear moro as a condol- | 
ence meeting of the owners of lice-nfllicted 
yards than the joyous meeting of growers. 
Hon. H. G. Coggeshall in his remarks 
said: ‘‘Wentood three months ago with good 
prospects all over the country for the grow- | 
ing crop, which, if it had continued and the 
yiold had been abundant as then promisod 
to be, would have added to the enormous 
surplus of last year another surplus equal- 
ly great, and thus have rendered it certain, 
that for the next two years, nafor last year, 
the grower would not realize enough to pay 
for growing or harvesting the crop.

Shall we plough our yards? There is one 
ussion which has been much talked about 

uring the past year and that is, what will 
the hop growers do?

And it 
has at times seemed to resolve into a mere 
question of endurance, as to which of the 
competing sections can hold out the longest 
at raising hops at less than cost—the grow- 
ers of England, Germany and the state of 
New York, which? It has been aptly said 
that “the hop louse answers all these ques- 
tions in his own way.” And we find by 
careful observing, and reading his answer

The sales also are 
about 1,200 boxes less than last week. Itis 
believed by many that if thereceipte in New 
York continue to show such a decrease as 
they have done from last year, it will be 
impossible for prices to decline to any great 
extent. Instead of 158,000 boxes shipped 
from New York and Montreal as there 
were last year, we sent out only 114,000 
boxes last week, or 44,000 boxes less. Such 
a fact ought to help toward sustaining the 
price.
